WHEN  IN  THE  WOODS,  YOU  ARE  EXPECTED 
TO  EXERCISE  CAUTION  IN  THE  USE  OF  FIRE 
AND  TO  REMEMBER  THAT 

IT  IS  UNLAWFUL  TO 

Throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigarettes,  or  other 
burning  substances  from  vehicles  or  otherwise. 

Burn  brush,  rubbish,  grass  or  other  materials  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  without  written 
permission  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Kindle  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  on  land  of  another 
without  permission  from  the  owner  or  his  agent. 

Leave  an  open  fire  burning  unattended. 

Fail  to  report  a  forest  or  brush  fire  that  is  out  of 
control. 

VIOLATORS  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  THESE  PENALTIES 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  ecsape  from  control,  whether 
or  not  he  has  permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for  the 
costs  of  extinguishing  the  fire. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable  ma- 
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terial  in  or  near  woodland  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $25. 

A  person  failing  to  report  an  uncontrolled  brush  or 
forest  fire  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10. 

For  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  of  another  without 
permission  of  the  owner,  or  for  kindling  any  fire  with- 
out a  permit  when  a  permit  is  required,  a  person  may 
be  fined  not  more  than  $200,  or  imprisoned  60  days. 

DAMAGES 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that 
shall  run  upon  the  land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the 
owner  all  damages  done  by  such  fire. 

BE  SURE  —  GET  A  PERMIT 

Incinerators  should  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh 
screen,  and  be  on  clean  ground. 

Open  fireplaces  used  to  burn  rubbish  are  classed  as 
incinerators. 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent 
its  spread. 

Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

Have  incinerators  inspected  by  the  Forest  Fire  War- 
den and  get  his  written  permission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Freedom: 

During  the  school  year  1955-56  the  teachers  in  the 
Freedom  School  were  Mrs.  Edith  Ramsdell,  grades  1 
to  4,  and  Mr.  F.  Edward  Hooper,  grades  5  to  8.  Both 
teachers  continued  in  their  respective  positions  in 
September,  1956.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  com- 
petent teachers  who  are  devoted  to  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  the  pupils  in  their  care. 

Last  year  the  total  enrollment  in  the  Freedom 
School  was  42  with  an  average  membership  of  39.  In 
September  of  the  current  year  the  enrollment  was  44. 
At  Kennett  High  School  there  were  14  pupils  enrolled, 
at  Fryeburg  2  pupils  and  at  Porter  High  School  1. 
Tuition  rates  at  the  above  schools  were,  respectively, 
$290.00,  $330.00,  and  $231.54.  Given  in  the  same  or- 
der as  above,  the  rates  for  the  current  year  are  $305.00, 
$346.60,  and  $276.55.  There  is  a  total  high  school  en- 
rollment of  16  pupils. 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Sanborn,  R.  N.,  served  as  School  Nurse 
in  a  School  Nursing  Union  consisting  of  Brookfield, 
Effingham,  Freedom,  Madison,  and  Wakefield.  This 
union  of  districts  made  possible  the  employment  of  a 
qualified  nurse  resident  a  relatively  short  distance  from 
the  schools.  This  made  for  a  definite  increase  in  the 
efficiency  and  amount  of  this  vital  service.  Mrs.  San- 
born continues  in  this  position  for  the  current  year. 
Her  tireless  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  in 
her  care  has  earned  her  many  well  deserved  compli- 
ments. The  Salk  Polio  Innoculation  Program  initiated 
in  1954  was  continued  through  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  the  State  Department  of  Health,  Mrs.  Sanborn,  the 
teachers,  and  interested  citizens. 
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The  teachers  and  pupils,  with  the  assistance  of  sev- 
eral interested  citizens,  presented  a  Christmas  program 
at  the  County  Home  that  was  very  much  appreciated. 
A  similar  program  was  presented  this  year.  This  is 
a  very  commendable  activity. 

Freedom  received  no  state  aid  and  will  receive  none 
this  year.  Under  the  present  formula  for  distribution 
and  amounts  appropriated  by  the  state  legislature 
Freedom  is  not  eligible  for  state  aid  for  current  opera- 
tion costs  of  schools. 

The  willing  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  teach- 
ers, parents,  and  pupils  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

24,  1956.
